At Last the Finance Committee Has the 
Tariff Bill in Shape, 


SUGAR MEN ARE FULLY PLACATED 


They Wanted More Than They Get, 
but Are Satisfied. 


SOME SHOW FOR THE INCOME ‘TAX 


The Proposition to Limit Its Operations 
- gstoTime Secmsto Have Strength- 
ened the Measure. 


Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—The mem- 
bers of the senate finance com- 
mittee, who have been trying to 
arrange Lae details of the tar- 
iff bill so as to mak? it acceptable to all 
the democratic senators, have compleied 
their work and expect to report their 
amendment to the senate within the next 
forty-eight hours. While there will be a 
number of-minor changes made at the in- 
stance of individual senators, the chief 
trouble has been to fix the sugar schedule 
upon a satisfactory basis and to retain the 
income tax in a less drastic form than that 
adopted by the house. , 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, has been the 
moving spirit in this work. Through him 
it is learned tonight that the new sugar 
schedule would provide for a duty of ~40 
per cent ad valorem, together with a spe- 
cific duty of % cent a pound. On sugars 
tesung sixteen and above the duties re- 
me@i. The sugar schedule as adopted by the 
house provided for specific duty. This was 
satisfactory to the sugar planters, but not 
to the refiners of sugar. The new schedule 
is sutisfactory to the refiners, and substan- 
tially so to the sugar planters. These lat- 
ter would hike to have the ad valorem duty 

_placed at 45 per cent, though’ they prefer 
specific duties. It is altogether probable 
that the schedule which will be reported 
will be the one adopted by the senate. It 
is likely that in defense of the interests of 
the sugar planters.a discrimination duty of 
1-10 cent will be imposed on sugars from 
countries that pay an export duty, such as 
Germany and others. 

“The new sugar schedule will probably go 
into effect January 1. This will give the 
bointy provided by the McKinlcy law to 
the crop of this year. It is understood that 
both President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle favor this duty. is 

Limiting the Income Tax. 

As to the income tax, the amendment fre- 
ported will limit its operations to five years, 
thus causing it to cease by its own provis- 
ions, and without the necessity of enacting 
a law for its repeal. It is still undetermin- 
ed whether. the rate of the tax will be re- 
duced, or whether There will any change as 
to the minimum income on which it is to 
take effect. It is the expectation of the 
leaders that this bill will command on the 
vote for its final passage, the support of the 
entire democratic membership of the body. 
But it is confidently expected that it will 
pass the senate whether the three re-alci- 
trants, Hill, Murphy and Smith, jine up for 
it or not. 

Figuring Out a Majority. 

Forty-three votes are necessary to secure 
its passage in a full senate. ‘Chere are *or- 
ty-four democratic members. Allen and 


Kyle will vote for the bill on its final pas- 


sage, if the income tax be retained. Forty- 
one democrats will vote for it whatever 
shape it assumes. So the inc. sre tax will 
be retained. This would insure its passage. 
There are several republicans who will vote 
for the retention of the income 
tax and for certain ot:.r feat- 
ures of the bill on which’ the 
democrats themselves are divided. Some of 
these republicans will, if necessary, absent 
themselves when the final voté comes and 
will not be paired, thus decreasing the size 
of the affirmative vote required to pass the 
bill. It is now believed that the final .ote 
will be reached in the senate some time dur- 
ing the latter purt of the month. It will 
then go into conference from which it will 
finally emerge in about two weeks, when it 
will go to the president for his signature. 
it ig thought the date when the new law 
will go into effect will be set for July ist, 
the beginning of the new fiscal) year.

SENATORS AGAINST GAMBLING. 
Church Members .Should Not Even 
Arrange Raffles. 
Washington, May 2.—By unanimous con- 
sent, a bridge bill was passed, at the in- 
Stance of Mr. Quay, and a bill to include 
some of the outlying suburban towns in 
the ci®toms district of New York, at the 
instance of Mr. Hill. 
The senate bill 
of the lottery traffic 
through national and interstate com- 
merce and the postal service was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Hoar, taken from the calendar 
for consideration. A protest was made by 
Mr. Vest against the extension of anti-gam- 
bling laws to religious fairs, where articles 

are raffied off for charitable purposes. 

To a question by Mr. Gray, whether 
church members should be exempted from 
the operation of the law, Mr. Vest replied 
that if any senator thought that church and 
charitable fairs should be placed on the 
same footing as the Louisiana or the Ha- 
vana lotteries, he was welcome to his cpin- 
ion; but he thought the question hardly wor- 
thy the senator from Delaware. 

Mr. Gorman coincided with the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Vest and suggested that the 
bill should be laid over until there was more 
time to consider it. e. 

Mr. Hoar remarked that no officer, he sup- 
posed, would interfere with church or char- 
Whether officers should do so 
or not, was a question which might be dis- 
cussed; but no provision of law 
could be made that would  pro- 
hibit the offense of gambling, and at the 
same time contain a provision that church 
members and amiable people might gamble 
a little for pious purposes. It was not prac- 
ticable, and would be mischeivous legisla- 
“tion. 4 

Mr. Gorman, in enforcement of ht own 
and Mr. Vest’s views, said that thére was 
hot a charitable institution in Maryland 
created, up to twenty years ago, that had 
not been the creation: of iottery systems by 
law, and that two-thirds of the hospitals in 
Washington and the institution of the Lit- 
tle Sisters of the Poor, two-thirds of the 
revenue came from those innocent frauds. 
There was no demand or necessity, he said, 
for such legislation. 

Mr. Hoar, in 
and explanation of the bill, spoke 
of Mr. Gorman’s argument as calculated 
“to poison the youth of the district.”’ If 
the pending bill was impolitic, all the lot- 
tery legislation was impolitic. 

Finally Mr. Harris broke into the discus- 
sion with a remark that if the bill could 
not be disposed of without further debate, 
he should object. 

“That cannot be done,”’ said Mr. Gorman. 

‘‘Then I object,’’ said Mr. Harris, and the 
bill went over without action. 

The tariff bill was then, at 12:35 o’clock, 
taken up, and Mr. Quay, who was entitled 
to the floor, said he would yield it for the 
day to the senators from Massachusetts 
and Washington, Messrs. Lodge and 
Squires. Both senators delivered prepared 
speeches against the bill. 

The senate then proceeded to the consid- 
eration of executive business, and at 65:45 
o’clock, adjourned until .tomorrow at ll 
oc’ock a Mm. 

BELL’S BILE FOR RELIEF. 

He Wants a Committee Appointed to 
Relieve the Idle Men of the Tountry. 
Washington, May 2.—Mr. Bell, populist 

of Colorado, introduced in the house today 

a joint resolution to provide for the ap- 

pointment of a committee to devise means 

for the employment of the idle men of 
the country, restrict immigration, start up 
the mines, increase the currency and to 
prohibit the the issue of interest-bearing 
bonds without the authority of congress. 
The committee is to consist of three sen- 
ators and five representatives and it is 
made their duty to devise some plan by 
which idle labor may be re-employed in 
our mines and in building canals or reser- 
voirs for the reclamation of arid lands or 
upon transportation, telegraph or telephone 
lines of the United States or in some other 
public work. Provision is to be made for 
the issue of legal tender money commensu- 
rate with our increasing. population. Such 
amendments or changes are to be made in 
our immigration laws as will protect and 
preserve labor for our own workmen. The 
power of the secretary of the treasury to 
issue interest-bearing bonds is to be limited 
to such as are especially authorized by 
congress. The committee is also to devise

‘some plan by which money will be used 


in developing industries and enterprises, 
instead of being held and hoarded exclu- 
sively for hire and investment in national, 
state and municipal bonus; that some means 
be devised by which our states and munic- 
ipalities can secure or issue money on 
bonded. securities as cheaply as national 
banks secure bank notes on government 
bonds. 

A preamble to the resolution cites the con- 
dition of the matters covered by the reso- 
lutions and says that it is manifest from 
the census of 1880 and 1890 that by the 
stopping of free coinage of silver and other 
special legislation in favor of organized 
capital the great agricultural class had 
been impoverished and hopelessly incum- 


bered. 


Carrying Away the Gold. 

Washington, May 9—The indications are 
that the usual spring outflow of gold has 
at last set in. Advices received at the treas- 
ury department show that about $1,509,000 in 
gold was shipped today by the Teutonic, 
and $1,000,000 has already been engaged for 
shipment next Saturday. Of course the 
amount of exportations will depend entirely 
upon the rate of foreign exchange, but. iT 
the present high figure is maintained it is 
almost certain that some heavy shipments 
will be made on next Saturday. 

The treasury statement of today shows 
net gold on hand to the amount of $100,298,- 
000. Today’s shipments, however, will not 
appear in this daily statement until tomor- 
row, and when the engagement for today 
and Saturday are added the balance will be 


only about $124,882,531. 


MOBS DEFY POLICE. 


Exciting Riots in Cleveland and Some 
Heads Are Broken. 


SEVERAL BUILDINGS ATTACKED 


One Squad of Officers Is Penned Up 
by the Crowd. 


CLUBS ARE USED WITH EFFECT 


The Workmen Have Prepared Dynamite 
Bombs for De'ense—The Situation 
Is Grave, Indeed. 


Cleveland, O., May 2.—After the riotous 
demonstrations of May day the police de- 
partment awoke to the necessity of prompt 
action, and it was determined to disperse 
any gathering that threatened trouble. This 
attitude on the part of the police seemed to 
anger the men and they were in a very 
ugly mood this mcrning. There was a gath- 
ering at the public square, as there has 
been daily for the past two weeks, and 
then a start was made out Ontario strect, 
presumbaly to interfere with a squad of 
forty street cleaners. Thirty-five officers 
were sent after the men in the patrol wag- 
ons and they charged the mob and scat- 
tered it. Several heads were broken in the 
melee. A crowd of several thousand men 
then invaded the manufacturing district in 
the ‘‘flats."” The workmen were driven 
from the Standard paint works, and then 
an attack with rocks and clubs was: made 
on the Variety iron works. The building 
‘was badly used up, but the employes és- 
caped. 

Then the Upson bolt and nut works were 
attacked. A loaded train of cdOal cars were 
on the track near by. The crowd mounted 
upon the coal and bombarded the Upson 
works. For a time it looked as if these 
buildings would be demolished. At this 
point the crowd began to become frenzied 
and the noise made struck terror through 
the entire flats. Most of the crowd carried 
clubs, and as a body the men had an ugly 
appearance. 

Howling for Revenge. 

On Scranton avenue, near the Cleveland, 
Canton and Southern tracks, the crowd gut- 
ted a scrap iron warehouse, some of them 
becoming possessors of dangerous weapons 
thereby. 

The police who had charged the mob on 
Ontario street went to the Upson nut 
works, and no sooner had they taken pos- 
sessiou of the works than an angry mob, 
numbering thousands, surrounded it, and 
howled for revenge. All the police at the 
eighth precinct were called out when it was 
learhed that the rioters had pemed thirty- 
five policemen in the Upson works. Learn- 
ing that a retnforcement of officers were 
coming, the crowd turned its attention to 
Faulhaber’s furniture factory, on Scranton 
avenue, and broke all the windows. They 
were about to loot the place when the ex- 
tra police arrived and chased them down 
the street. The police, headed by Captain 
English and Captain Burns, chased the 
crowd down to Abbey street bridge, and 
the crowd took possession of the bridge and 
began throwing stones and bricks at the 
police. 

Few Americans in the Crowd. 

The police, with drawn revolvers, backed 
up by the patrol wagon and charged, where- 
upon the mob fled in all directions. The 
police pursued and took in charge ali they 
could get hold of. 

There were few English speaking people 
in the mob, It was a rabble composed al- 
most entirely of foreigners. There were 
fully 4,000 of them when the crowd was 
at its greatest length. It dwindled rapidly, 
however, @When the police got to work. 

Assemblies Are Forbidden. 

Mayor Blee issued a ploclamation during 
the afternoon calling upon all citizens to re- 
frain from assembling together for purposes 
of riot and disorder and states that all the 
powers vested in the city government will 
be used to enforce the taw and maintain 
order. The mayor also held a consultation 
with the officers of the Fifth regiment, and 
as a result six companies of the regiment, 
together with the Cleveland Greys and the 
City Guards, were ordered to assemble in 
their armories, subject to calls for service 
by the mayor. 

During the afternoon another mob visited 
the works of the United Salt Company, 
and drove the men from their work. The 
rioters then proceeded to the Cleveland 
rolling mills, where they had a conflict 
with the police. There was about ten min- 
utes of fierce clubbing and then the crowd 
gave way and scattered in every direction. 
Seven of the rioters, all with broken heads, 
were arrested. The Cleveland, Lorain and 
Wheeling railway contractors, at work in 
Brooklyn village, have placed charges of 
dynamite in the hills surrounding their 
works and connected them with electric 
batteries. Dynamite bombs have also been 


Fearing trouble during the evening a 
squad of 150 pouce was stationed in the 
public square to prevent any gathering 
there. The people of the city are filled with 
fear tonight that the mob will resort to the 
torch or dynamite and attempt to destroy 
facories and private residences.

COAL SUPPLY IS SHORT. 


Chicago Is Threatened with a Famine 
if the Strike Continues. 
Chicago, Ill., May 2.—(Special.)}—Soft coal 
stocks in Chicago are being reduced to a 
dangerous point on accourit of the great 
strike of the miners. _ Should the strike 
continue two weeks longer it will result in 


| the total consumption of what coal is on 


hand and compel manufacturing establish- 


ments to close down ‘pr to run with an- 
thracite, of which there is a great quantity 
in Chicago. ’ 

The scarcity of coal has practically 
thrown many dealers tof business, as 
they cannot get a poumd from thé mines. 
As an instance of the scarcity, fifty cars 
of coal from an Illinois mine were sold yes- 
terday at $3.25 a ton on the cars. Two 
weeks ago the same grade could have been 
bought for $1.65 per tom. This advance, 
however, is exceptional, the general ad- 
vance being 50 vents a ton. The only source 
of supply at present is in West Virginia 
and Kentucky, where the mines are not 
much affected. The dealers here have noti- 
fied all their customiers to use just as lit- 
tlé coal as possible. The situation, how- 
ever, is critical. | 

‘ SWIFT JUSTICE. 
Lawrence Spiller Convicted and Sen- 
tenced to Death. 

Staunton, Va., May 2.—The trial of Law- 
rence Spiller, charged With the murder of 
Lottie Rowe, was conctuded this morning 
at 10:36 o’clock. It was @ tragic scene in the 
bloody drama when the commonwealth’'s 
attorney, Meade F. White, bade the burly 
blacksmith stand before the jury, pull off 
his coat, show his undershirt, and fitted a 
blood-stained piece of the garment into a 
Square hole in the prisoner’s shirt sleeve. 
It corresponded in shape with the texture 
of color. It was da clearly arranged climax. 

Spiller’s paramour,,Rosa Brown, had tes- 
tified that she, at the prisoner's command, 
had cut the cloth from the shirt that the 
prisoner had on. The défense offered no 
witness and the case was given to the jury 
without argument. They retired and re- 
turned in three miautes with a verdict of 
murder in the first degree, which the pris- 
oner received stoically. 

The usual motion for a new trial on the 
fround that the verdict was contrary to 
law and evidence was overruled by the 
court. Mr. White, who, since Sunday morn- 
ing, with ceaseless activity and unerring 
aim has pushed the commonwealth’s case, 
asked for an immediate sentence. 

Judge Chalkley in delivering the sentence 
asked the prisoner: “You have had a fair 
and impartial trial by a jury of your coun- 
trymen; have you anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be pronounced now?” 

The prisoner replied, “‘No.”’ ; 

The judge then added: “The sentence of 
the court is that you be taken from the 
courthouse to the city jail and be there 
confined until the 8th of June, and that you 
be taken thence and hanged by the neck 
until you are dead, and may God have 
mercy on your soul.’’ 

The state law requires that a prisoner is 
not to be executed until at least thirty 
days after sentence. As the ‘prisoner sat 
down he said in a spirit of resignation, 
rather than bravo: 

“Well, death does nof come but once, and 
I may as well go now @s at any tirtne.”’ 

He asked Sheriff Watts for a drink of 
whisky from the bottle found at his home, 
and upon being told that it was in his 
boots. which were uséd.as evidence in the 
trial, said: 

“I don’t care for the boots, but would like 
to have a taste of that whisky.” 

As the prisoner was led back to the jail 
he passed the West Augusta Guards, and 
bowed to them, saying: ‘“‘Goodby, gentle- 
men.”’ 

In the afternoon the Rev. John lonohue, 
of this city, conducted the funeral services 
of the United Bretiren church cver the re- 
mains of Lottie Rowe, the murdered girl. 
She was buried at Bethlehem cemetery, in 
the country, ten miles from the scene of 
her death. All is quiet here. The Harri- 
sonburg Guards and the Monticello Guards 
have gone home, having made a fine im- 
precsion by their conduct and bearing. The 
West Augusta Guards are on duty tonight.

MORE THAN ARE NEEDED. 
Governor Ben Tillman Will 
Soldiers to Spare. 
Columbia, 8.°C., May 2,—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman stated today that he had re- 
ceived applications from over 100 new mili- 
tary organizations asking admission into 
the state militia. He expects to admit them 
all, but most of them can only be mustered 
into the reserve force, as the law only pro- 
vides for the uniforming and equipment of 
100 companies. He says that about twenty 
companies, including the three in Columbia. 
will be deprived of their arms on account 
of insubordination in the recent riots, and 
their arms will be given to new companies. 
He says that while the law prohibits armed 
bodies of men from moving from place to 
place, yet if these disbanded companies 
desire to maintain their organizations and 
purchase their own equipments, he does 
not suppose that they would be interfered 
with.

Englishmen Hold a Bimetallic Conference 
and Admit Their Mistake, 


REMONETIZE THE WHITE METAL 


Public Opinion on Financial Ques- 
tions Undergoing a Change. 


BUSINESS MEN ARE NOT HOSTILE 


They Realizs Thatthe World Is Facing a 
Great Danger, Which Threatens Trade. 
Balfour on Double Standard. 


London. May 2.—The international bimet- 
allist conference was formally opened in the 
mansion house today. The opening address 
was delivered by ex-Lord Mayor Sir David 
Evans. A large number of delegates were 
present, including some of the best known 
of the British and foreign financiers. Among 
them were Sir William Houldsworth, mem- 
ber of parliament; W. L. Lidderdale, ex- 
governor of the Bank of England; Sir Da- 
vid Barbour, ex-secretary to the India coun- 
cil: Henry Chaplin, member of parliament;

The 
conference was presided over by Lord 
Mayor Tyler, 

Cablegrams were read from United States 
Senators Sherman, Voorhees, Ajdrich, Mur- 
phy, Brice, Platt, Davis, Carey and Cul- 
lom wishing success to the conference in 


| the cause of bimetallism in England. 


A. J. Balfour, in the course of the dis- 
cussion, said he did not believe the govern- 
ment regulation of coinage, if it were done 
in the direction of making it more-’stable 
and a fairer measure of value, could be jus- 
tifilably opposed. The nations of the world 
were now, he said, standing face to face 
with a great danger which could only be 
averted by the rehabilitation of silver to its 
proper commerci function, In order to do 
this international action was absolutely nec- 
essary. Balfour said that thcre were three 
questions with which bimetallism had to 
cope. They were these: Was a double 
Standard pcssible? Was it just? Was it 
expedient? Scientists and economists an- 
swer these questions with an overwhelm- 
ing “Yes.’” He would not say whether the 
closing of the Indian mints was a wise 
step, but he did not doubt that it was the 
most striking attempt that a civilized gov- 
ernment had ever made to solve a monetary 
difficulty that was directly due.to monomet- 
allism. 

Mr. Balfour said he saw signs of a change 
in English opinion. The leading commer- 
cial men had abandoned their form of hos- 
tility to bimetallism and come to the con- 
clusion that the only way to meet the grave 
danger was to restore silver to its former 
place as a circulating medium. 

Mr. Balfour also said it was a mere dream 
to suppose that each state was able to regu- 
late its own currency independently. It 
was absurd to talk of taking an isolated 
view of British currency when the action 
of the United States, which had not been 
taken into concert with or from any 
friendly feeling toward Great Britain, had 
forced upon England and India the adop- 
tion of the astounding system which* now 
prevailed in India. England’s present iso- 
lation was selfish and stupid. He spoke 
personally and for no party, he, said. 

Leonard H. Courtney, member of parlia- 
ment, read a paper on “The Practicability 
of Maintaining a Ratio Between Gold and 
Silver Under an International Bimetallic 
Agreement,’ and a discussion of the paper 
followed. Letters in support of bimetallism 
were received from General Francis A. Wal- 
ker, Archbishop Walsh and Professor E. B. 
Andrews, of Brown university. 

A letter was read from Mr. H. H. Cannon, 
president of the Chase National bank, of 
New York, in which the writer said that 
the solution of the problem of bimetallism 
rests with Great Britain. P 

Dr. Arndt, the eminent German financier, 
expressed views similar to those contained 
in Mr. Cannon’s letter. 

The bimetallists had a banquet this even- 
ing. Henry Chaplin, former president of the 
board of agriculture, was the chief speaker. 
He reiterated his familiar opinions on the 
silver question.

PURSUED BY HER PAPA. 


A Girl and Her Lover Walk Ten Miles 

to Be Married. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 2.—(Special.)—J. J. 
Marr, a farmer who lives just over the 
Georgia line from Kingsferry on the St. 
Mary’s river, was in this city last night, 
looking for his runaway daughter who, he 
says, left home last Sunday night with Wil- 
liam Overman, of Kingsferry. Overman is 
forty-two years old and the girl only four- 
teen. Marr charges Overman with having 
abducted his davghter. 

The father left for Savannah last night 
without finding the fugitives. This morn- 
ing, however, Overman was arrested by 
Chief Phillips just as he was starting for 
Savannah on a Savannah, Florida and 
Western train. Overmafi was caught through 
a description furnished by the father of 
the girl. She was placed in the charge of 
some ladies temporarily or until her fa- 
ther returns hese. In the municipal court 
today, Overman claimed that he had not 
abducted the girl, but that she came off 
by her own free will and accord, and that 
they were to be married as soon as they 
could get to some place where they would 
be granted a license. He says he has lived 
near the Marr place for years and has 
for a long time made his home with the 
old man. He and the girl made up their 
minds to marry, and Sunday afternoon, 
while the old folks were away, they lieft 
the house and walked ten miles to Folkston 
on the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road, where they intended to take the train 
for Savannah. They were afraid of betng 
followed by the girl's father, and so took 
the first train that came along, which put 
them in Jacksonville early Monday morn- 
ing. 

Overman met up with another acquaint- 
ance, William Petty, who lives on Stonewall 
street in Brooklyn suburb, and he took the 
girl to Petty’s house. He remained there 
until last night and then decided to leave 
for Savannah. He declared that his inten- 
tions were perfectly honorable toward the 
girl, and he was worried because he could 
not learn where she was. He begged the 
judge not to let her go back to Petty’s 
place, For, said he, “‘Petty is a bigger ras- 
cal than I am, and after the way he acted 
toward Ella yesterday, I would be afraid 
to let her go with him.”’ Overman refused to 
tell the judge how much money he had. 
He said, ‘“‘I have enough to take me where

Another White Cap Outrage in Mar- 
ray County. 


DESPERADOES BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


But One Makes a Slick Escape While on 
Trial Yesterday—How the Es- 
cape Was Made. 


Two more members of the white cap or- 
ganization were brought to Atlanta yester- 
day, but only one now remains to tell the 
tale. 

The other didn’t like the change of cli- 
mate and after a few hours’ stay in the 
city returned to enjoy the liberty of his 
native heath up in Murray county. 

Their crime adds another chapter to the 
long-continued story of bloody deeds and 
midnight horrors. 

Last Saturday night it was, just about the 
time that the fate of three of their fellow 
members were hanging in the balance here 
before the United States court, five men 
rode up to the house of |. H. Montgomery, 
who tills the fertile glebe of Murray, and 
demanded admittance. 

This was refused and they emphasized 
their demand by emptying the contents of 
several pistols in his direction. But these 
lodged harmlessly in the side of the house. 
In the meantime Montgomery had taken 
refuge under his bed. The gang, however, 
was determined, and bursting in the door, 
seized and dragged him out in the road. 

Here a castigation, according to the code 
of whitecapism, was duly administered. 
At the point of a pistol he was forced to 
lie down and assume a position convenient 
to castigation. Each of the white caps 
took a turn and each of them gave fifteen 
lashes with a_ well-seasoned cowhide. 
Montgomery recognized two of the men, 
and accordingly Dave Weaver and Arthur 
Wofford were arrested by the deputy mar- 
shals yesterday. 

They were brought to Atlanta at once and 
carried before Judge Nash Broyles for pre- 
liminary hearing. 

It was at this juncture that Wofford der 
cided to leave. Attorney Joe James had 
delivered one of his fiery speeches, in which 
he painted up the white cap evil in all its 
hideousness. He declared that if it was in 
his power the very name of the white caps 
would soon be a thing of the past. 

Wofford listened attentively to this part 
of the argument and appeared deeply im- 
pressed. At the conclusion 
a drink of water and under the escort of 
Deputy Maulding went in the adjoining 
room to get it. The place was crowded 
With witnesses and one of them called the 
deputy aside to ask some questions about 
the case. Wofford lost no time in taking 


deliberation gave the crowd the shake. 
When the deputy looked around Wofford 
had disappeared and a thorough search 
failed to reveal his whereabouts. All of 
the marshals were notified of the escape, 
but to no avail, Wofford was gone glimmer- 
ing. 

This morning he is probably enjoying the 
exhilarating breezes of Murray and hiding 
out safe in some mountain retreat. Mar- 
Shal Dunlap will instruct his 
exert every effort and if poss:ble the white 
cap will be recaptured.

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IN NICARAGUA. 


The Situation Is Explained by a Mer- 
chant Who Has Just Arrived. 


OUR GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN INSULTED 


For Which No Satisfaction Has Been De- 
manded—The American Consul Loses 
His Position by Intrigue. 


A prominent business man, with large 
commercial interests in Nicaragua, but 
whose name is, for the present withheld, 
gives an enteresting accourit of the situa- 
tion at Bluefields, from which point he has 
just arrived. 

The story of the dissatisfaction, existing 
in this republic of Central America, has 
been given to the public, from time to 
time, in a desultory way. 

It seems from all accounts that the Amer- 
ican government has been insulted by the 
Nicaragua commission; and that Consul 
Braida, by intrigue, has lost his position. 
The United Staets has appointed a new 
consul, but has failed as yet to demand a 
retraetion of the insult offered to the na- 
tion. 

England, ’on the contrary, which has been 
treated in a similar way, has made a sharp 
demand for an explanation, and English 
vessels are now stationed at Bluetields, 
keeping an eye on Nicaragua. Before the 
ist of April, Senor Madriz, the secretary of 
foreign affairs, arrived in Bluefields to in- 
vestigate the matter and to consult with 
Mr. Braida, the American consul, On the 
ist of April, not lg@owing of the dismassal 
of Mr. Braida from the interior, he sent 
Minister Baker a dispatch, thanking him 
tor the Kind assistance rendered his govern- 
ment, that of Nicaragua, by Mr. Braida, 
Thus while the commissioner on the one 
hand was instrumental in having his cre- 
dentials withdrawn, he was warmly com- 
mended by the secretary of foreign aftairs 
on the other hand. 

In a Bad Situation. 

Minister Laker has relieved Mr. Braida 
of his office, and appointed another man to 
fill it. This has caused no small emount 
of feeling against the administration, as 
Mr. Braida was a competent man and acted 
for the best interest of the country, which 
he represented. - ; 

When the American vessels, the San Fran- 
cisco, reaches Bluefields, it is expected that 
definite instructions will be received from 
this country. 

The English warship is now at -Bluefields, 
keeppng watch over the town. 

Senor Madriz and the commissioner prom- 
ised the lieutenant of the San Francisco, 
who was detailed ashore when the ship 
Sailed, that -no more soldiers would be 
landed in the town. Notwithstanding this 


promise, it is well ‘n that a number of 
soldiers have net Gouneted ashore in small 
The town is very 
rbed-o6ver the situation. 

It appears, from all accounts, that the 
United States, through our secretary, Mr. 
Gresham, has acted hastily in relieving Mr. 
Braida of his consuiship, and tardy in re- 
senting the insult which was offered by the 
Nicaragua commissioner to this nation. 

Mr. Braida thereupon withdrew, giving 
the commissioner to understand that the 
whole American nation had been insulted 
and that he would demand an apology. On 
the following day he received a letter of 
apology from the commissioner. To this 
he replied that he accepted the apology 
personally, but could not accept it for the 
American nation. The apology is now in 
Washington city, having been carried to 
the seat of government by Captain Seat. 

A Plot Against the Consul. 

“When this apology was made the com- 
missioner reasoned that Mr. Braida would 
make use of it to his detriment and he 
immediately commenced to intrigue to get 
Mr. Braida’s credentials withdrawn. The 
credentials of Consul Braida were with- 
drawn by the local government on the first 
of April at Marragua.”’ 

Our Government Insulted. 

This is the situation at Nicarague at the 
present time, as presented by The Consti- 
tution’s informant. 

Mr. Braida, the American consul, called 
at the residence of the Nicaragua com- 
missioner for the purpose of explaining 
the terms on which the Americans would 
take a part in the provisional government, 
which terms he assured the commissioner 
were to be final. The conversation was 
held in Spanish, although the commis- 
sioner was a fluent master of English. He 
refused to speak in the latter tongue and 
the American consul was forced to acqui- 
esce. Several words were passed between 
the officers, after which, the commissioner 
growing impatient, explained: 

“T had rather have the Jamaicans to deal 
with than the d—d Americans.”’

DID NOT PAY IT BACK | 


Henry Martin Held at Police Headqaart- 
ers for Cheating and Swindling. 


BORROWED THREE HUNDRED DOLLARS 


The Loan Was for Three Days, but Was 
Not Paid for Five Montbs—Martin 
Prominegt in Church Affairs. 


“Henry F. Martin, cheating and swind- 
ling.’’ ‘ 

This is all the police docket has to say 
about a sensatibnal story of intricate parts, 
a story of embezzlement and possibly of 
larceny after trust. 

For the past three years or longer, Martin 
has been consected with the Plymouth 
Rock Pants Company, doing business on 
Whitehall street. For an equal number of 
years, he has taken up his abode at. the 
house of Mrs. Albert, sister of Lawyer W. 
J. Albert, at 5 West Mitchell street. De- 
vember 13th lagt, becoming embarrassed in 
a financial way, Martin felt the necessity 
of borrowing frem Mrs. Albert, his landlady, 
$300. Mrs. Albert had known the Plymouth 
Rock pants man for two years or more, 
and felt inclired to oblige him with the 
loan. Accordingly, the matter was ar- 
ranged, Mrs. Ajbert giving Martin an order 
on Mr. Beattig bookkeeper for Treadwell, 
Abbott & Co. , 

The loan wé¢s -for three days, but the 
three days came and went, and the amount 
was not returned, 

The days passed and grew into months, 
Mrs. Albert all the while importuning Mar- 
tin for a retum of the money. 

Martin informed her on two or three dif- 
ferent occasioas that he woulG go to his 
father’s home in. Macon and secure the 
amount due her and finally settle the mat- 
ter. Later he did this, but, as Martin says, 
he was unabl¢ to obtain the %00 from his 
father, as his father had been put to some 
expense in thé purchase of real estate. 

The questior was then asked, why Mr. 
Martin did na raise the amount from the 
people for wh¢m he worked. Developments 
answered the question, showing that the 
money Martia had borrowed from Mrs. 
Albert was applied to the payment of a 
shortage in his accounts. Martin explains, 
however, that the shortage was not of his 
own making, Dut was due to the careless- 
ness of his eousin, Andrew West, book- 
keeper for the pants company. 

Time still passed, Mrs. Albert repeating 
her importunties and Martin still putting 
her off on one pretext or another. 

Yesterday afternoon, the rumor went 
abroad that Martin was expecting to leave 
the city, ostensibly for Baltimore, on a 
business trip to the home company. Mrs. 
Albert suspected that he might not go to 
Baltimore and immediately sought out her 
brother and placed the whole matter before 
him, She said to Mr. W. J. Albert that 
the money she had lent Mr. Martin was a 
part of all she had in the world and that 
it was a portion of the amount of insurance 
that she had obtained at the death of her 
She explained that she was 
afraid that she would never be repaid, and 
so she wantel him to look after her inter- 
est in the matter. 

Mr. Albert sent out his partner, Hughes, 
to look up Martin. Mr. Hughes associated 
one of the detectives with him in his search 
and was at last rewarded about nightfall 
by finding Martin roosting on the back 
stairs of the Lowe building, just over the 
clothing estahlishment of Eads-Neel. 

When Martin was taken to police head- 
quarters in the patrol, he was in a dazed 
condition caused, as he explained between 
his moans, by a fall down the stairway of 
the Lowe building. 

Messrs. Albert & Hughes were much in- 
censed, and a talk with the prisoner had 
but little effect. They swore out a warrant 
for cheating and swindling before Judge 
Rodgers, whom they found by accident at 
headquarters, and had Martin incarcerated. 
Bond was fixed in the sum of $500, but at a 
late hour last night, Martin had not ob- 
tained a bondsman. A preliminary hearing 
before Judge R. L. Rodgers is set for Fri- 
day afternoon at, 2 o'clock. 

Martin explains that he has made every 
effort to get hold of a sum of money suf- 
ficient to repay Mrs. Albert the amount due 
her, but that he has met with nothing but 
failure. His explanations of the entire mat- 
ter are such as to lead one to believe that 
he has been guilty of no intention to cheat 
or swindle Mrs. Albert, but that he has 
been somewhat dilatory is readily true. 

Martin is uSher in the First Baptist church 
of Atlanta, and a regular attendant upon 
the services at Dr. Hawthorne’s church.

Senator Hoar has written a very en- 
gaging letter to some one belonging to 
the Coxey delegation now in Washbing- 
ton. The Massachusetts senator takes 
very high ground. He informs his corre- 
spondent that the persons who belong to 
Mr. Coxey’s company, “so far as they 
are decent and well intentioned Ameri- 
cans, are entitled to all the privileges 
of American citizenship.” So far so 
good, but the senator goes farther. He 
says he cannot recognize their right to 
speak for the American people. “Five 
or ten thousand people,” he declares, 
“have no right to dictate to the other 
65,000,000, or to dictate to the govern- 
ment which the other 65,000,000 have 
established.” 

It is the opinion of The Constitution 
that Senator Hoar is soaring higher than 
he intended to; that he is going farther 
than his theory and practice warrant. 
We have no evidence whatever that the 
rag-tag and bobtail of which Coxey’s 
company is made up are proceeding to 
Washington to dictate to the rest of the 
people or to the country, It is true 
that they have not gone to Washington 
in palace cars, with ice-cold champagne 
in the buffets. This may be a breach 
of eastern etiquette, but it-is no crime. 
The rag-tag and bobtail—if we may be 
permitted to borrow the terminology of 
eastern rhetoricians—were not able to 
employ palace cars. They were com- 
pelled to go by way of the dirt road, or 
by green line sleepers. This is bad, 
but it is not eriminal. This, in fact, 
may be said of the whole business, it is 
foolish, ridiculous and absurd; but at 
its very worst it is nothing more than 
a harmless burlesque on the efforts that 
eastern trusts, and combinations of mil- 
lionaire manufacturers are constantly 
making to dictate to the rest of the peo- 
ple, or to dictate to the government es- 
tablished by-the rest of the people. 

Surely Senator Hoar understands the 
situation in Washington. It is true that 
his countenance wears the innocent and 
trusting look that we see in the faces of 
children, but we are forced to believe 
that it conceals a very shrewd under- 
standing. Surely the senator knows what 
took place when the Sherman-Voorhees 
repeal bill was pending in the senate. 
The corridors of the capitol and the com- 
mittee rooms swarmed with the agents 
of British and eastern bankers and mon- 
ey lenders. A convention of bank presi- 
dents was convened in Washington and 
under cover of this a tremendous effort 
was brought to bear on congress. 

Surely Senator Hoar knows what hap- 
pens in Washington whenever a tariff 
bill is under discussion. The city is 
packed with the agents of eastern in- 
terests. A powerful lobby is always at 
hand. The millionaire manufacturers 
send delegations of their employes to 
Washington and in this way strive to 
dictate to the rest of the people, or to 
dictate to the government established 
by the rest of the people. 

We should be glad for Senator Hoar 
to snatch a moment from his arduous 
duties and tell us the difference between 
the Coxey army that invades Washing- 
ton by the dirt road, with peaceful in- 
tentions, and powerless. even if its in- 
tentions were not peaceful, and the east- 
ern army of trust presidents, bank presi- 
dents and millionaire manufacturers who 
ride into Washington in palace cars with 
their paid lobbyists and their paid 
agents. Why is one invasion a burlesque 
on the other? The only difference be- 
tween the two raids is the difference that 
money makes. The eastern raiders are 
more powerful and more respectable he- 
cause they haye money. They are also 
more dangerous to-the people for the 
same reason. They are listened to with 
respect because they have money. They 
are able to secure legislation favorable to 
their personal interests and unfavora- 
ble to the interests of the people becanse 
they have money—because they are able 
to pay for it either in hard cash or in 
political “pulls.” 

We advise Mr. Hoar and the eastern 
contingent representing the greed and 
selfishness of the money power not to 
suggest odious comparisons between the 
Coxeyites and the millionaire bosses who 
control legislation with their money.

The Siege of Metz. 
From The Gentleman's Magazine, 

The bulk of the horses lived in so sofry a 
fashion that it was a mere farce to divide 
their poor carcasses into the three cate- 
gories of first quality, second quality, and 
“filet.” They fell dead of debility and lean- 
ness on their way to the slaughter houses, 
It is easy to imagine that the ‘‘bouillon’’and 
cutlets from such steeds were not strong in 
ncurishing qualities, And yet these starved 


anatomies were the only source of meat in } 


the city during September and October. 
About fifty of them were daily consumed. 
The price of meat was never very high. In 
mid-September the common parts were scld | 
at about 3d. a pound, the second best parts 
at 6d., and the choicest parts (excluding the 
‘‘filet,’’ which was the recognized luxury of 
the city) might be had for Td. a pound. 
Nor were the prices ahy higher the day be- 
fore the capitulation. But by then there 
was about as much nutriment in a carpet 
bag as in the black unsightly lumps which 
disfigured the butchers’ shops. 

After the siege a considerable number of 
horses were offered for sale at from 2f. 
to 10f. apiece. For their repuation’s sake 
they had better have died nad been eaten 
a fortnight previously. 

Milk, lard, salt, and vegetables were the 
articles of which Metz most felt the lack. 
Beef at 6s. 8d. a pound, and eggs at a franc 
apiece were manifestly indulgences for the 
rich*alone. But the sudden deprivation of 
milk was a more serious affair. The death 
rate of children during the siege was double 
the normal rate. The mothers could ne‘ther 
suckle nor buy milk for their newborn 
babes. These, with few exceptions, speedily 
found their way to the cemetery past the 
Polygone. 

Salt soon ran alarmingly gchort. It got up 
to 12f. a pound. Then some relief was found 
by the free distribution of salt water from 
a certain saline spring, which the proprie- 
tor generously made over to the city for 
the time,, The chemists also put their heads ,

He clung to a grass 
root with his bill, and allowed his tail to 
crack and whip in the wind like a yacht 
pennant. He rode out the gale, though 
most of his feathers were blown oif. {t.ubse- 
quently I found some of them inibedded 
over half an inch in my <«rindstone.”’

The next thing 1 knew the cellar went too, 
rolling over and over, like a silk hat. I was 
soon spilled out. With infinite lebor I 
crawled pack in the teeth of the wind, in-. 
tending to take refuge in the hole the cel- 
lar came out of. To my “onsternation 
found that had blown away also. I then 
followed the example of the rooster, clung 
to a root, and allowed my legs to flutter and 
snap in the gale like a weather signal flag. 


NATIONAL BUREAU OF HEALTH. 


The United States Ia Sadly in Need of 
Sueh a Department. 

Surgeon General Sternberg says: “We 
plume ourselves upon the extent of our ter- 
ritory, the intelligence and enterprise ‘of 
our people, and our rapid progress in all 
of the arts which add to the comfort and 
enlightenmenf of man; but in one particu- 
lar, at least, we are lamegtably behind the 
leading countries of Eur We have to- 
day no central health bureau, and, so far 
as national legislation is concerned, the 
sanitary interests of the people have re- 
ceived but little attention. 

“It is true that laws have been enacted 
with a view to the exclusion of exotic pesti- 
lential diseases. But even if it should be 
conceded that the national quarantine ser- 
vice, as at present administered, is suffi- 
cient for this purpose—and this is not con- 
ceded by many leading sanitarians in the 
country—the necessity for a central health 
bureau would be none the less imperative. 
From the point of view of senatorial writers 
for the daily press, and, unfortunately, of 
many of those upon whom national legisia- 
tion depends, the exclusion of cholera, yel- 
low fever and other exotic maladies is the 
prime object of national sanitary legislation, 
and past experience shows that it is only 
under the stimulus of a recent or threaten- 
ed epidemic that the attention of our law- © 
makers can be fixed upon these important 
interests long enough to secure any action. 

“And yet it is well knowm to health 
officials and to the medical profession gen- 
erally that the mortality from preventable 
diseases which prevail in all parts of the 
country, such as consumption, typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, summer diarrhoea of chil- 
dren, etc., is far greater than that caused 
by cholera or yellow fever in countries 
where these diseases prevail habitually.” _ 


Battles Won by Song. 
From Pearson’s Weekly. 
There are two instances on record of 8 
battle being won by a war song. In the 
fifth ¢entury Germanus, bishop of Auxerre, 


and Lupus, bishop of Troyes, were sent into 


Britain to refute‘the doctrine of Pelagius. 
During their stay in this island the Picts 
and Scots, hearing that the Roman legion 
had been withdrawn, commenced hostilities, 
and drove the Britons from the northern to 
the more southern parts of the island. Ger- 
manus, at the request of the hard-pressed 
islanders, led them against the Picts and 
Scots, who had advanced as far as Mold, in 
Flintshire. The bishop, having been a mili- 
tary commander tn his youth, placed his 
men in an advantageous position and then 
started one of the songs of the church. 
This song began at the commencement of 
the battle, and so vociferously did the Brit- 
ish sing the refrain “‘Hallelujah” that the 
hills, echoing with the sound, terrified their 
enemies and caused them to flee in all di- 
rections. This was called the “‘Hallelujah” 
victory. The date is fixed by all historians . 
at A. D. 429. 

The second instance occurred on the 6th 
of November, 1792. when the French under 
Dumouriez encountered the rians at 
Jemmapes, in Belgium. The day" was going 
dead against the French, when Dumouriez 
ran out to the front and raised the Marseil- 
laise. Forty thousand voices instantly took 
up the chorus, and, inspired by the magic 
of the battle song, the French rallied and

When the granite quarries, a mile from 
Lithonia, were reached the “delegates got 
off the cars and marched upon the acclivity 
where a number of workmen were engaged 
in hewing out granite stones from a solid 
hill of stone. This was deeply interesting 
to most of the visitors and they watched it 
for some time. Again the kodakers got in 
their work. Many of the party climbed 
high up on the side of the hill, but were 
called back by the sound of the locomotive. 

The train returned to Lithonia and once 
more gaining the main track, started for 
place was 
reached at 1 o’clock. Here the entire party 
disembarked and were transferred to a 
train that gave the visitors a new experi- 
ence in the way of a ride. 

The Scene of Carnage. 


The scene of the barbecue was two miles 
from the depot and was reached by a spur 
track owned by Venable Brothers. Owing 
to the steep grades it was impossible to 
carry the heavy train of ten coaches over it. 
Only one of the coaches was transferred, 
and this was used for the ladies. The 
gentlemen of the party climbed upon open 
flat cars, and standing, made the ride of 
two miles around the mountain. It was a 
novel method of railroad ¢ransportation 
for nine-tenths of the party and despite the 
inconvenience they. enjoyed it. It was a 
sight for sore eyes to see such dignitaries 
as Mr. Halstead, Colonel Cockerill and Mr. 
Berri standing upon the floor of the gran- 
ite cars, lost in admiration, for the wild 
beauty of the scenery around.

The exposition could 
not possibly have had a better herald. In 
tones and terms éloquent and impressive 
Mr. Palmer told of Atlanta’s great under- 
taking, and so great was his earnestness 
and enthusiasm that he soon had the crowd 
on his side, and when he started to close 
he was greeted with deafening cries to “‘Go 
on, go on!"" Coming at such a late hour 
this demand was encouraging and flattering.

NEW YORK, May 2.—The figures of. the 
New Orelans exchange. yesterday were very 
demoralizing to the iong interest at Liver- 
pool as well as in this market, showing that 
from April 27th to April 8th there came 
into signt 40,000 bales, and the total amount 
in signt at the end of April was 7,101,000 
bales, against 6,272,000 last year. There 
came into sight after yesterday last year 
428,000. What will come into sight after 
April 30th this year is an unknown quantity. 
This market stood very well at the open- 
ing, considering the declne of 4-64d. at 
Liverpool, but a further liquidation of the 
long interest and heavy selling by a promi- 
nent operator here forced the market down 
5 points lower. ‘There has been a good deal 
ot covering by several parties prominently 
identitied with the short side, and thus a 
large interest on both sides has been taken 
out of the market. Miuuiing at Liverpool 
was 4d. or 5-64d. lower than last year. 
July-August is 321-64d. or 59 American 
points below this day tast year. Our Liv- 
erpool cable said: ‘‘The market declined 
in consequence of bulls selling out their 
a and the dullness of trade; also 
vecause of a lack of confidence. Do not 
think speculation strong enough to _ sus- 
tain the market.’ Spot sales were larger 
today than yesterday at Liverpool, but the 
spot business in this country is not on a 
scale to indicate much activity, and yet 
exports continue large, being today 15,000 
baies. This, however, is cotton which was 
bought some time since and which is just 
now finding its way out’ of the country. 
The summer months here seem to be help- 
less to a great extent, bécause the stock 
here is 240,000 bales; .although .some 14,000 
smaller than last year, but with the pros- 
pect of-tenders each month as they mature 
there is the certainty before the buyer of 
either having “to sell out his contracts be- 
fore they mature or else to take the cotton 
itself. In the meantime, we shall have 
crep prospects as the controlling feature 
a little later on.

It is to be a meeting of committees from 
the various divisions of the railway labor 
organizations in this state recently ap- 
pointed to confer and appoint a genera:

The New York meeting is for the purpose 
of arriving at some sort of plan of legis- 
lation for the protection of the railway 
employes of this country. The men say 
they want stricter. laws with respect to 
settlements of labor quarrels and troubles 
that end in strikes and general disorder. 

They claim that if they had some strict 
law requiring in every case of trouble be- 
tween the railway officials and the employes 
a settlement by the immediate appointment 
of a board of arbitration and submitting 
everything to them, there would never be 
any strikes, for the decision of the boards 
off arbitration would be fair and just and 
the men and their employes would have to 
abide them. 

Two weeks ago there were meetings held 
by every division of the Order of Railway 
Conductors in Georgia, and committees

floned for the New York meeting. All of 
the other railway labor orders in the state 
were requested tu send delegations to the 
Macon meeting, too, and have met the de- 
appointing committees to be 


The railway conductors took the leading 
hand in this state to carry out the general 
plan for holding the New York meeting. 
The other labor organizations, however, 
have fallen in line, and it is now easy to 
predict that the state of Georgia will.be 
well represented at the national conven- 
tion. 

The chief thing that is planned for the 
New York meeting is to move off with some 
organized effort to get congress, this term 
if possible, to take some action in favor of 
the railroad employes of the land by pass- 
ing a law making it compulsory that when- 
ever troubles arise between railroad officials 
and employes of the line with regard to 
wages and salaries, and so forth, a board 
of arbitration must be at once appointed 
and the case tried before these arbitrators. 
The men who are at work for the further- 
ance of this idea say that they mean noth- 
ing like a warfare against the railroad com- 
panies. On the contrary they claim that 
if some such law can be enacted there will 
be smoother times with the companies and 
the men who are at work for them. 

“If a railrcead cuts the salaries of its 
men,” said one of the Atlanta conductors 
yesterday in explanation of the movement, 
“and the men after a squabble quit the road 
and there is a tie up, who does the quarrel 
hurt most? Not the railroad company, not 
ine employes, but the people who have goods 
to ship from point to point and who have 
to travel. The evil is a public one, not a 
private one, when the men go out on a 
strike. Now, then if we can stof all this 
kind of business in this country so much 
the better, and that is what,.the New York 
meeting of railroad men is for in its last 
analysis.’’ 

The meeting of the different committees 
to be held at Macon next Sunday will get 
the Georgia end of the scheme under or- 
ganizai™n. If the plan is not put to work 
before congress adjourns, then it is the pur- 
pose of the railway employes of this state 
to raise an active campaign before the 
Georgia legislature to get such a bill passed 
as a state law. 

The Macon meeting will be held in the 
Lanier house. 


That Big Suit. 


The firm of Helm & Bruce, attorneys for 

the Louisville and Nashville railroad, has 
given out a statement with reference to 
the reports that have recently been sailing 
around among the newspapers of the south 
to the effect that there would be a great 
squabble between that line and the Illinois 
Central over the law suit recently said to 
have been filed by the former against the 
latter involving $16,000,000. The statement 
is as follows: 
“The report is all wrong—there is no row 
on, as the publication would lead one to 
believe. Ihe facts are, that after the bill 
was filed word was received from the pur- 
chasing committee in New York, of which 
Mr. August Belmont is a member, asking 
that the case be not pushed, as it was 
thought that an amicable settlement could 
be made outside of the courts, and we have 
determined to let the matter rest a while. 
When the suit was filed we expected a 
Settlement outside tihe courts, but as the 
stockholders’ meeting of the Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern, was to be held May 
2d, only a few days away, we decided to 
bring the suit while there was time. Since 
the filing of the bill prospects for an ami- 
cable adjustment are better, and we conse- 
quently have decided, as I have stated, ta 
let the whole thing rest.’ One of the special 
reasons for allowing it thus. to subside is 
that the stockholders’ meeting has been 
postponed until the middle of June.’

Tho Militlamen of Georgia Preparing 


to Pitch Their Tents. 


AN IMPORTANT ISSUED 


What Troops Will Be Stationed There, 
and How They Will Be Governed. 
Some Interesting Facts. 


ORDER 


Big preparations are being made for the 
annual encampment of the state militia, 
On the morning of May 2ist, the bugle call 
will be sounded, and the Georgia militia- 
men will pitch tent on the outskirts of 
Griffin. The encampment this year prom- 


ises to be one of the most successful ever 
held in Georgia. — 

Since last year the, forces have been or- 
ganized in good shape, and they will go in 
prepared to stand up under the strictest 
inspection and discipline. 

Georgia’s militia has made big strides 
during the past year, and has attained a 
standard of general excellence unequaled 
by that of any other state. 

The following organizations have been 
assigned to camp: From May 21st to May 
30—The Second regiment infantry, the First 
Battalion infantry; Company A, third regi- 
ment infantry; Company F, first regiment 
infantry (Poolen Light Infantry.) 

From June 5th to June l4th—The fourth 
regiment infantry; the fifth regiment in- 
fantry, including the Fifth Machine Gun 
Platoon, unhorsed; and the first battalion 
cavalry, mounted. 

A general order has been prepared by Ad- 
jutant General Kell relative to the affairs 
of the encampment. This order will be sent 
out to the d@dfferent.companies throughout 
the state. Here are some of its most im- 
portant specifications: 

No company or troop will be allowed -to- 
camp of instruction with less 
than twenty-five (25) enlisted men and two 
(2) officers; nor with more than forty-five 
> men and cooks (cooks not to exceed two 
(2 to each company.) In case of a machine 
and 
of a signal corps at ten (10) enlisted men. 

The miximum Himit forty-five (45), will 
in no case be exceeded, nor will any man 
of a command not a regularly enlisted man, 
attend the encampment. 

Officers-elect, but not duly commissioned, 
will not accompany their commands to 
camp; as without commissions they cannot 
exercise; nor will such an officer-elect ap- 
pear in the uniform of a commissioned of- 
ficer until duly commissioned. 

-Enlisted men who have been elected of- 
ficers, but who are without coznmissions 
at the time their commands go to camp, 
may accompany them, but only in the ca- 
pacity of enlisted men. 

Any command failing to report for. ser- 
vice duty at camp shall be disbanded, un- 
less good and sufficient reasons for such 
failure be rendered. 

No man who is poor in health, who is 
convalescing from an illness when his com- 
mand proceeds to camp, or who is physicai- 
ly unfit for active military service, will be 
allowed to attend the encampment. Com- 
pany .commanders are charged with the 
proper execution of this order, that the 
possible sick report may not be encum- 
bered with names of men unfit for duty for 
causes not incident to camp. 

Officers and men will be paid per diem o7 
seventy-five 75 cents, in lieu of pay and 
commutation of rations. 

Commutation for forage will be allowed 
at the rate of twenty-five (25) cents per day 
per horse for field, staff and company of- 
ficers and men of the cavalry arm. 

Two cooks and one hostler will be allow- 
ed each regimental and unassigned bat- 
talion staff, and they will be paid the same 
per diem as that allowed enlisted men. 

The horses required for the use of the filed 


officers of infantry, fegimental staff officers 


and instructors will be hired and kept at 
camp by the quartermaster’s department. 

Battalion staff officers of infantry will not 
be mounted. 

Field officers of infantry and regimental 
officers who may prefer to take their own 
personal mounts to camp will be allowed 
only the actual daily rate of horse hire, as 
determined by the quartermaster general; 
this being in lieu of transportation and 
forage. 

Patent-Leather Shoes Not in It. 

The only headgear allowed to be worn 

will be the forage cap, chaplain’s hat and 
campaign hat. White and summer helmets 
will not be taken to camp. 
“Canvas leggings may be worn by freégi- 
ments and battalions when fully supplied 
with the same. Russet or patent leather 
shoes will not be alowed; a broad-toed, 
easy walking shoe should be worn. 

Full dress uniforms will not be taken to 
camp. Officers are forbidden to wear full 
dress belt with the undress or service uni- 
form. 

The purchase and issue of medical sup- 
plies and hospital stores is under the con- 
trol and supervision of the surgeon general 
and for .these purposes expenditures will 
not exceed the sum of $100. 

The surgeon general will submit requisi- 
tion for such stores and supplies as may 
be required in addition to those now on 
haud; his requisition will fully set forth 
the amount and s«haracter of same on 
hand. 

The senior medical officer present during 
a tour of duty will perform the duties of 
post surgeon; other surgeons present for 
duty will be subject to his orders under the 
general direction of the post commander; 
and all surgeons will be governed by the 
general regulations of the medical depart- 
meut and hospital and ambulance corps. 
Within twenty days after the termination 
of a tour of duty the post surgeon will re- 
port in writing through his post command- 
er to the surgeon general on all matters 
concerning the medical department that 
may come under his observation during his 
tour. 

Officers of the medical department on 
duty with the above named regiments and 
unassigned battalions who may be unable 
to attend the encampment will immediajely 
upon receipt by them of this order report 
the fact to the surgeon general, who. will 
recommend other medical officers for the 


duty. At least two medical. officers will be 


present each tour of Guty. 

The surgeon general will recommend to 
this office, without delay, a suitable num- 
ber (by name) of available members of the 
hospital and ambulance corps for duty at 
camp. 

Post surgeons, during their tours of duty. 
wik daily examine into all matters relating 
to the health and comfort of officers and 
men, especially as to the cleanliness of the 
hospital, quarters, stables and sinks, and 
the genera! sanitary condition of the camp, 
and report in writing to the post command- 
er. 

Some General Regulations. 

The following general regulations for the 
government of Camp of Instruction, when 
occupied by troops, are published for the 
information and guidance of all ooncerned, 
and the attention of all officers is specially 
Called to them: 

a.The camp is constituted a military 
post, and will be conducted in accordance 
with the rules governing military posis. 

b. The post commanders will prescribe 
in orders the hours for the duties to be 
performed; the military exercises to be 
executed and practiced in camp will be of a 
Strictly practical nature; no reviews will be 
authorized except vy orders from this office. 

c. All commands awill be required to give 
particular attention to such schools of in- 
struction as cannot be carried out at their 
respective stations—exiend order exercises, 
outpost and picket duty, advanced guard 
duty, target practice gnd aiming drills, 
schools for the theoretical instruction of 
officers and non-commissioned officers. 

d. Theoretical instruction in guard duty 
will be imparted to

i. Daily morning reports will be kept by 
company commanders and by the post sur- 
geon, and consolidated morning reports at 
regimental, unassigned battalion and post 
headquarters. 

These reports will show the condition of 
the several commands at the time they are 
rendered; the remarks on said reports are to 
explain all the alterations, by name, which 
have occurred since the last daily report. 

In addition to the above reports the fol- 
lowing records will be kept: 

Orders and communications 
from post headquarters. 

Guard reports, by each guard. 

Company sick reports, by company com- 
manders. 

Register and perscription book, by post 
surgeon. 

Target firing reports, by inspectors of rifle 
practice and _company _commanders.
